Five of the Committee Are Now in Jall
—They Ware Picked Up in Homestead
Last Night—The Movement an Entire
Burprise to the Btrikers—They Be-
came Indignant and the Prisoners
Were Brought to Plttsburg for Fear
an Attempt Would Be Madse to Rescue
Them—Treasurer Gaches Arrested in
Pittsburg—He Had a Big Roll of
Money in His Pocket—Burgess Mc-
Luckie in Youngstown, but Bays He
Is Coming Back.

The Carnegie Iron and Steel Company
played its highest trump card yesterday.
The whole Homestead Advisory Committee
is to be arrested for treason against the
Btate of Pennsylvania. Last night Thomas
J. OCrawford, George Eylands, John
Dierken, William H. Bayard, T. W. Brown
and W. H. Gaches were picked up in
Homestead. Az Hugh 0'Donnell, Jack
Clifford and Isau. Critchlow are now
in jail awaiting trial for murder, there re-
mains but 24 of the Advisory Committee to
be arrested.

County Detective Beltzhoover, at the re-
quest of the Carnegie Company, made the
information before Chief Justice Paxson at

warrant to any constable or the Sheriff for
the srrest of the Homestead Board.
© **This will be the first case of treason ever
tried in the State of Pennsylvania,” said P.
C. Enox last night.  *“In faot, there was
mever snything exactly similar. The only
ease coming mear it was the prooceedings
growing out of the French Commune.

As Interesting as Burr's Trial

““This case will atiraot as much, if not
more interesi, than did the famous trial of
Aaron Burr. We are bringing these pro-
ocedings to see whether the laws of Penan-
eylvanis or the edicts of the Home-
stead Advisory Commitlee are to
rule this Commonwealth. The ecom-
mittes took the law in their own
hands, ignoring the Government of the
State. We think this constitmtes treason.
The charge is a grave one, and comes before
& full bench of the Supreme Court of Penn-
sylvania. Toshow its gravity, Judge Pax-
son only srrived in Pittsburg Thursday,
and te-night he issued the warrants for
the wmrrest of these men. The maxi-
mum “sentence & Tan ean receive
for treason is 12 years in the penitentiary.
The cases may come up immediately, or it
may be some time before they are heard.
It the prisoners demand s hearing they
will get it at onee. The erime is bailable,
the amount of the bond being fixed by

say what the Dbail  will be,
but in all  probability it will
be very heavy, owlng to the serionsness of
the charge. Several days ago s Philadel-
phia Judge hagded down a decision against
s number of strikers They had been in-

Chaltrman Frick at First Ohjected.

Since away back in August this treason
charge has been pending. “When the
Homestenders were arrested for oon-
spiracy, the sttorneys wanted to follow it
with & charge of treaspn. To this Chairman
Frick objected, and the idea was dropped

« for awhile. About s month ago it was de-
elded to proceed with the treason charge,
sand have it ready to spring as a granod
finale. Evgry movement of the company
sod its attorneys in  this  matter
bas been of the most secret
nature. The bill was printed at the Frank-
lin printing office in the dead of night, and
everyibing to keep it from the public ear
was done. Until Judge Paxson issued his
warrante yesterday afternoon, but few Had
heara of it. It is safe tosay that this
move was not even thought of by the Home-
stead strikers

CREATED A SENSATION.

The Arrests of the Men Put Homestead in
an Uproar—The Prisoners Were Brought
to Pittsburg for Fear They Would Be
Rescued.

The arrests of the men created o great
sensation in Homestead. They came like
a thunderbolt to the strikers. They were
so suddenly made and so unexpected. The
prisoners were echatting at sireet corners
when they were taken. The officers were
Detectives Mills and Farrell and Deputies
Young, Brady, Devlin, Kreps and Ward.

It was late in the afternoon when the war-
rants reached Homestead and were placed
in the hands of the officers to serve.  They
siarted out at 9 o'clock and first caught
Crawiord and Dierker, who were hurried to
the provost guard tents. The others were
catight in quick sucoession before the strik-
ors time to realize what was happening.
As the prisoners were speeded to the prison
tents, alarm was taken and many strikers
hastened toward the guard, but were held
back and denied all information. It was
intended first to keep the prisoners all
night and hunt for strikers, but through
fear of an attempt of rescue they were
brought to Pitisburg at 11 o’clock and
landed in jail

A PINKERTON MEASURE.

Congressman Gillespie Has s Bill to Regu-
late the Appointment of Deputy Sheriffs
—He Thinks It Would Prevent Troubls
Like That et Homostead.

Congressman E. P. Gillesple, of the Bea.
ver Valley distriet, has prepared a bill
which Is intended to cover the employment
of Pinkertons ‘and deputy sheriffs, with a
view to preventing troubles similar to that
st Homestead. He thinksthat the measure
might be modified somewhat by publie dis-

cussion, but presents the following ss his

jrlaw of wholasome legislation on the sub-

ect:

An net to reguiate the appintment and pre-
seribae the qualifioutions of :rula: deputy
sheri constanles, marabals, policomen
and other peace officers within this Com-
monwesith, and for the punishment of any
person who exerolse or attempt tnex.
ercise the functions of any such officer
without authority of law.

Section L Be it enacted, etc., that in all
cases now provided by law for the appoint-
ment of special deputy sheriffs, constables,
marshals, policeman or other peace officers
in this Commonwealth to preasrve the
peace, quell public disturbances or protect
property, it shall be nnlawful to appoint any
person as such deputy sheriff, constavle,
marshel, pollceman or other officar
who i8 not a eitizen of the United States, of
lawlul age, Aind of rood moral character, and
who shall not have been a resident of the
county, or one of the counties, in which it is
intended bie shiall psrform the duties of such
appointment for the period of two months
immediately preceding the date of such ‘ap-
pointment, provided that thisactshall not

n%ly to the State militia nor abridge the
mor any sheriff, constable, coroner or
lqﬂlﬂoonltlluhﬂ: officer to commeand

ce the execution of any warrant

or other legal process or in mlnﬁ an ar-
rest for any offense comnmitted In his pres-

ence.

HOW THEY ARE RUNNING IN THE HOME STRETOH.

IN AGONY OF SPIRIT.

Determined Men Dig Away in the
Norrie Mine Hoping to Save

THEIR IMPRISONED BRETHREN,

Only Cng of the Entombed Miners Rescued
After Hours of Work.

THR FATE OF TEN MEN YET UNDECIDED

FPECTAL TELEORAM TO THE DIRPATCH.]
IRONWOOD, MiIcH.,, BSept. 30.—All
through the long hours of last might the
work of the rescuers of the entombed men
at the Norrie mine progressed, the men be-
ing spurred on to greater efforts by the dis-
tant soundiogs which came from the caved-
in rooms in whieh the 11 unfortunate men
were imprisoned. At b o'clook this morn-
ing u fuint voice was heard from the dark
recesses of the further of the first rooms and
he efforts of the diggers were bent in the
direction from which the sound seemed to
come.

At 8:30, nearly four hours after the man's
voice waa first heard, ne was rescued by his
fellow workers, earried to the shaft and
taken to the surface in the ore bucket from

 Not s Wink of Warning.

He was standiog alone when the crash
eams, and thinks most of the olhers were in
the sécond room, which, he says, caved in
first, and was foll
by the ground falling in the room where he
stood.

No words have been heard from the caved
chambers since Thompson has been taken
out, and it is greatly feared that the other
ten are lost. The names of the trammers
and timbermen cannot yet be learned. De-
side the four miners whose names were pub-
lished yesterday, and the three timbermen
and two trammers whose names are un-
known, the list of victims inclades Bimon
Vacklin, foreman of the timber érew, and
Michael Downs, the skip tender.

Only four men can work at one time in
the narrow drafts. Their eight-pound ham-
mers ply like the pistons of an ine upon
the steel drill. Other men sHovel the iron
ore as though it were cornmeal. At the
end of five minntes, their shirts dripg‘lng
with perspiration, these men drop their
tools, w!:icl;: are grasped before they touch
the rocky floor of the narrow drift by other
men equally brave and strong,

Steady Work of Determined Men.

Bo it has gone on since § A. 3 yesterday,
without loss of a seoond's time. Hammer-
heads fall ceaselessly upon the drill, shovels
and picks are plied as only they csn be by
men who know that ngon their efforts may
depend the life or death of fellow workmen.
So Incessant and so noble has been the work
that what would have taken six daysof
ordinaryg work hes been done since yester-
day morning.

e scenes about the mouth of No. 8 shaft
bave been most harrowing. Wives, chil-
dren and friends of the entombed miners,
waiting in heart-breaking suspense for news
of their loved ones, have moved strong men
to tears by their supplications. Inagony
of spirit they waioh. o deep suspense is
sympathetic. When a man emerges from

e fatal shaft he is surrounded by the hall-
demented wives and chlidren, who implore
him to tell them that the lost are found—
that they have been heard from through the
rocky walls of the mine.

Buch is the interest taken in the fate of
these 12 men, unkoown to most, that busi-
ness has almost suspended to-day, and hun-
dreds will not go to bed to-night unless the
men are found.

TWO TERRIBLE TYPHOONS.

Hundreds of Lives Lost and Thousands of
Baildings Destroyed In Japan.

SAw FrAXCISCO, Sept. 30.—The Pacific
Masil Company's new steamship Pern ar-
rived this evening, 22 days from Hong
Koug via Yokobama. Bhe brings Japanese
news up to September 16.. The gale which
swept over Southern and Central Japan in-
flicted terrible damage. Four hundred per-
sons were crushed todeath. Many boats
were blown out to sea, 23 honses completely
overthrown, 1,500 barns and partly out-
houses biown down and crops grestly in-
jured.

New Yors, Sept. 30.—A warrant for the
arrest of Eugene Mitkiewicz was issued by
Police Justice Grady to-day. It is based on
s complaint sworn to by Arthur L. Tomes,
of 502 Classon avenue, Brooklyn, It charges
Mitkiewiez with “cheating and fraud,” and
tells how Tomes mortgaged his home to
supply funds for & messenger whom Mitkie-
wicz alleged he and Elliot F. Shepard had
sent to China to induce the Emperor to
withdraw his objections to Mr. Shepard’s
eandidate for the Ministership to China,
Henry W. Blair.

Mitkiewiex yesterday told a DisraTcam
reporter that he should not attemrt to
avoid arrest, but would, if asked, come to
New York and deliver himself up. Lawyer
Thompson, who is scting for Mr. Tomes in
the eriminal proesedings, sald yesterday
that he thought it quite likely that the
“Count’’ would not attempt to escape, as he
knew he had been carefully watched by of-
ficers for & week.

The operations of Mitkiewies appear to
have taken o continental scope. A Dis-
PATCH reporter to-day learned that H. V.
Bemis, propristor of the Hotel Richelien,
Chieago, is a victim of the Chinese conees.
gion scheme, and was worked heartily by
Mitkiewicz

Operations of the Count in Chicago.

In the summer of 1881 the “Count™ and
the ex-conviet “Shoebox' Miller, of Pitts.*
burg, wers in Chieago, on some business
connented with the sending of Miilard Jones
to China. It was pretended ther® was a
reason why Jones should be concesled in
Chicago, but whether he was or was oot
hidden, *‘Shoebox™ Miller and the “Count”
failed to hide their lights. They beamed
upon Host Bemis, of the Richelien, and
were goon on such friendly terms with him
that they offered to let him into their great
Chinese coneession sohame,

Mr. Bemis appeared glad to get in, to the
extent of a note for $5.000, which he gave
them, “*not for use, but foraccommodation.”
They brought the note to New York and
offered it to B J. Horner. He knew Bemis
to be & wealthy man, and after taking the
precsution to wire Bemis, asking if he had
given the note and if it wasall right, and
recelving a satisfsetory reply Horner dis-
connted the note. He applied 31,600 of the
amouant $o the eredit of Mitkiewiez's nccouns
for farniture, and the “Count” asad Miller
took $3,500 cash. Miller made s great fuss
about having any part of the amount of the
note applied to the payment of Mitkiswicz's
dedte. He seemed to think ita foolish
waste of good money.

Shoebox Miller the Count’s Partner.

Miller at that time was a co-worker aof
the “Count’” in securing investors in the
Chinese investment scheme. He, like the
“Count,” asseried positively that part of
all the money secured was paid to the Chi-
nese Minister. At one time he wired to
Mr. Horner frem Washiogton that $5,000
bad just been paid to the Minister. Law-
yer Burke avers that he has evidence that
the Chinese Minister deposited $5,000 in
the Metropolitan Bank of Washington om
thre day Miller said that sum was paid
This line of investigation ia aoxiously
watehed by those who have given mouney to
the “Count.” They profess to believe that
their investments ean all be recovered from
the Chinese Government, if a direct con-
nection can be established between the
“Count’" and the Minister in this scheme.

A man who has had experience ia diplo-
matie affairs said to-day: “There is no
Government on earth so punctilious about
the conduct of its diplomatic representa-
tives as China Oualv their most trusted
officials are sent to diplomatio posts, and
for that reason I believe that Mitkiewics
has misrepresented the Minister in this
anatter, as everrbody else. However, if it
is proved that the Chinese Minister to this
couniry has taken money on the pretense
that he could or would further the ‘Count’s’
efforts to secure Chinese ecncessions, his
Government will make full restitution of
every cent involved. If thatis the case, [
pity the Minister. Cutting off the head of
an unfaithful public official is not a politie
cal figure of specch in China™
